IMPRESSIONS GLEANED IN THE 


DUBLIN SHOPS 


From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


OURS of the toy, departments are now 
an engagement that cannot. be evaded 
in families where there are children, It 
is but fair to the youngsters that they 
should be given an opportunity of seeing 
the great variety of novelties that have 
been invented for their amusement, and 
that they should not be compelled in com- 
piling their lists for Father Christmas 
to rely upon the old favourites because 
they are unaware of the new. 

Modern toys aré so ingenious in their 
variety and their construction that a tour 
of the Dublin “shops during this month 
must be an educatic n and a pleasure as 
well to parents, and to uncles and aunts 
and other relations, who are capable. of 
recapturing the enthusiasms of their ehild- 
hood. But even if the memories of the 
days when they played with soldiers, and 
dolls, and en horses are so faded that 
they cannot be revived, the exclamations 
of joy and excitement that burst from 
boys and girls of all ages upon seeing the 
wealth of toys that are nowadays avail- 
able surely will repay the time that is 
spent. in conducting the children through 


the shops. 


BIG STOCKS 


So well stocked with toys are the 
majority of the Dubim shops that there 
would seem to be presents for every, ago 
and every occasion without travelling far, 


but to appreciate Christmastide in the 
shops it is really desirable to visit more 
than one emporium. 

Moving from shop to shop, with each 
one as full of thrills as the last, is Im 
itself a treat for the children, and they 
should not be cheated of this pleasure. 
Grown-ups may find the pleasure begin- 
ning to pall before they reach the end of 
the tour, but the children are entitled to 
have one morning or afternoon devoted to

FATHER CHRISTMASES 


If any of the children of your contem- 
plated party are so young and innocent 
that they still believe in the existence of 
Father Christmas, you had better have 
excuses ready to explain how Santa can 
be in more than one Dublin shop at the 
same time; for in the course of your tour 
vou will meet the .white-bearded, red- 
coated figure in several places. Often he

is engaged in the distribution of parcels, 
for which the grown-ups pay a small sum, 
and the children take the chance of find- 
ing something inside the parcel which will 
prove the very thing they wanted. 

In some of the shops the managers have. 
gone to a great deal of trouble to surround 
this parcel’ distribution with a deal of 
ceremony, which makes the children regard 
this part of their shopping as the high 
light .in the: afternoon’s or’ morning’s 
pleasure. 

They may ride in motor cars or travel 


through tunnels or experience some other 
adventure. For them the shopping ex- 
pedition is more than a matter of seeing 
and receiving. It is full of unexpected 
enchantments. 

How is one to tell of the toys them- 
selves, there are so many, without making 
one’s tale read like a catalogue! And 
where is one to start? Is the child’s chief 
interest in the oldest or the newest? If 
the child is a boy, interest may range in 
the direction of the modern mechanical 
marvels that become more perfect in their 
likeness to the real thing and more 
amazing in their operation from year to 
year. 


DOLLS 


If the child is a girl, that oldest of 
children’s institutions, the doll, probably 
will constitute the paramount attraction 
of the toy shops. Dolls are the first things 
that children invent.. Sometimes they con- 
sist only of old garments wrapped up to 
represent the figures of babies. In pre- 
historic days little girls—little girls in 
watm climates who wore no clothes, or 
little girls in colder regions who were 
wrapped in the skins of animals and 
sheltered in caves—made dolls out of sticks 
and stones. 

The Egyptians, the Greeks, and the 
Romans had dolls, small figures in clay, 
wood and ivory. The Japanese made dolls 
from shaved willow sticks, with shavings 
or strings for hair and with paper clothes. 
The Eskimos and. Northern Indians still 
make them from bone, ivory and mammoth 
teeth, the dresses being of fur. 


AS A WEDDING PRESENT 


Elaborately dressed dolls are included in 
the wedding presents of Hindus and 
Mahommedans in India, where child 
marriages prevail. When Aischa, at the 
age. of nine years, entered the harem of 
Mohammed, she brought her dolls with 
her, and the Prophet himself is said to 
have played with them. . 

In this country dolls are now so ‘cheap 
and so wonderfully made and dressed that 
the Irish child has no need to improvise. 
And the shops in Dublin reveals that she 
is not restricted to the dolls of.Irish or 


Western European colour and attire. Her 
nursery may include a cosmopolitan assort- 
ment of Japanese, Spanish, Dutch and 
other foreign representatives, and as there 
is no colour bar a sprinkling of “ darkies’’ 
also may appear. 

There are dolls of every. size and price— 
dolls no bigger than the owner’s hand and 
dolls that are as big as herself. The 
accessories are almost without limit— 
dolls’ houses, dolls’ prams, dolls’ furniture, 
dolls’ tea sets, dolls’ cradles and beds.

There are aeroplanes which fly and 
cheaper planes which, although they can- 
not rise from the ground, ‘fly round a 
room if suspended by a string from the 
ceiling. 

Toy trains, however, are not being 
ousted by the toy motor tars. And such 
trains! No longer is a quarter-minute 
burst of speed sufficient. Nowadays we 
have Hortiby trains which travel for quite 
a distance. There are elaborate systems of 
lines, signals, stations, tunnels and the 
rest. There are trains which show a light 
—and there are motor cars, too, with 
lighting systems. 

Another ever-popular toy with boys is 
the constructional set of the Meccano 
type. Windmills, ships, winches and 
numerous other working models may be 
assembled from girders, screws and pieces. 


SOLDIERS 


With toy soldiers it is. possible to 
assemble great armies. The modern boy is 
no longer restricted to red-coated Guards- 
men and mounted soldiers in full-dress 
uniforms that would be out of place in

She was rather horrified 
that term to find that three-quarters of the 
girls in her own form did their home-work 
every night to the accompaniment of wire- 


homes wher quiet evenings were unknown, 
and many children were growing up under 
conditions where nearly everything which 
they did—even their thinking — was 
done agaiust a background of noise. Hhbbit 
was such an insidious thing that they 
could become accustomed to everything, 
but it was obvious that occasional quiet was 
essential if the deeper things of the mind and 
spirit were to be “saibhriú and, indeed, it 
was necessary Íor physical health, too. Nerves 
would be less of a problem if they could 
reduce the amount, of noise in daily hfe, and 
accustom children to periods of complete 
quiet, and it would certainly be best for them 
physically and intellectually if one of those 
riods was during the time they spend on 
ome work. 


LACK OF RESOURCE 


Besides nervous overstrain, there was 
another er of thie dependence on 
mechanical stimulus, and was the lack 
of resource in oneself. They were trying an 
experiment in the junior school. that term of 
giving up one period a week to ‘‘hobbies,”’ 
or En Ea activities, which the children 
planned and carried out for themselves, get- 
ting help from mistresses in charge when it 
was needed. It promised to be successful, 
and was interesting to watch in its develop- 
ments. The encouragement at home “oí 
creative activities would go far to liberate 
boys and girls from this dependence on 
machine-made recreations, which threatened 
to destroy personality.

There were no shortcomings among the 
principals, and here the Society is happy in 
the possession of such excellent material. Eva 
Tomsohn—a newcomer to the ranks—played 
the part of Iolanthe, and one admired the 
rich quality of her voice, especially in her 
song to the Lord Chancellor. Eileen Knowles 
was the Queen, and was impressive in this 
role, which is the most exacting she has “un 
played. Her lines were well carried, and her 
singing, especially of the famous ““ Oh, 
Amorous Dove,”’ very pleasing. There might 
have been greater weight in the voice, but 
otherwise it was excellent. Hilda White was 
the Arcadian Shepderdess, Phyllis, and a 
very dainty figure she presented. It is a 
part she has played before, and she was 
therefore very much at her ease. 
Her singing was in her best form, 
and she entered with great spirit into the 
humorous situations in which Gilbert placed 
the character. The Strephon was Robert 
McCullagh, who, one remembers, played this 
art also some few years ago, but since then 
he’ has developed quite a lot, and there is a 
rich maturity now both in his he: and 
speaking.

The President, Mr. Oswald Jamison, in 
welcoming the visitors, said that the inaugura- 
tion of International Good-will Week in 
Dublin had created a great deal of world 
interest. Messages of congratulation and 
encouragement had been received from clubs 
in London, Paris, Vienna, Geneva, Oslo, 
Copenhagen, Brussels, Amsterdam, Warsaw, 
Edinburgh, Karlsbad, Madrid, Prague, 
Colwyn Bay, Helsingfors. The value of these 
messages was enhanced by the fact that every 
available representative in Ireland of these 
countries was present to give the same 
message. These gentlemen recognised that 
what the nations of the earth required above 
everything else was understanding and good- 
will. Rotary had been built on the ideal of 
personal service. It had something like 
4,000 clubs, in all parts of the world, com- 
prising business and professional men, linked 
up to shape a tradition of individual, national 
and international good-will, understanding and 
friendship. In this spirit they hoped to make 
the International Good-will Week an annual 
function. He asked the company to drink 
the toast of International -will, and 
associated with it the foreign Ministers 
present. 


AT HOME 


The Lord Mayor (Mr. Alfred Byrne, T.D.) 
congratulated the club on its laudable efforts 
to create international good-will. He hoped 
sincerely that the people at home 
would listen to the message of Mr. 
Jamison, “because we want good-will 
just as much at home as between the people 
of different countries. If your efforts to 
create international good-will bear fruit at 
home, you will have done a good day’s work. 
To our visitor from across the border I 
would ask that newspapers there will publish 
the message of Dublin’s Rotary President. 
We want good-will not only internationally. 
but we intensely desire -will between all 
peoples on both sides of the border.” 

M. Guerlet, the French Minister, in reply- 
ing, said that it was with great pleasure he 
joined in their manifestations in favour of 
good-will. This was extremely desirable at 
all times, but more especially so in the diffi- 
cult days through which they were passing 
In every sphere and in every country com- 
plicated problems were arising, the successful 
solution of which was of vital importance to 
all mations. Theso problems could only be 
solved through good-will—that was to say, 
their desire to harmonise national and inter- 
national interests. This might not be so 
difficult as one might think. 

“I can assure you,” he said, “that the 
Government of my country is sincerely 
attached to the principle of international 
solidarity, and, in fact, has never ceased to 
give proof of this attachment to the whole 
world.”’ 

If, he added, Rotary, with its membership 
in almost every country, could do anything 
in the measure of its means towards this end, 


it would be doing a great service to humanity. 


Herr von Kuhlmann, the German Minister, 
having thanked the club for its hospitality, 
said that he joined sincerely in their good-will 
week, and wished them from his heart all 
kinds of success.

Regional Planning . 

No fewer than three meetings, held last 
night in Dublin, have real importance for 
every citizen who wishes his city to grow 
and prosper. In the first place, the City 
Council adopted a resolution © which 
authorises the preparation of a planning 
scheme for the City of Dublin area. We 
congratulate, with all our heart, those 
councillors who carried the motion, and 
we know that Dublin will be thankful to 
them before very long. In the second 
place, the City Architect, Mr. H. T. 
O'Rourke, delivered a stimulating address 
on the slum problem before the Old Dublin 
Society, and rounded it off with a cordial 
advocacy of the principles of town plan- 
ning—an advocacy which we would recom- 
mend to the various councillors who 
disapproved of their application to Dublin. 
Finally, there was the meeting of the Irish 
Institution of Civil Engineers. In a 
sense this was the most welcome of the 
three events; for it offered evidence that 
an influential body of professional men 
is turning its attention to the practical 
problems which arise from the Town and 
Regional Planning Act. Not everyone, 
perhaps, will agree with Mr. E. M. 
Murphy s estimate of the relative parts 
| which engineers and architects, medical 
oficers and other functionaries should 
play in the initiation of surveys and in the 
development of town and regional plans. 
There will be general agreement, however, 
that engineers and surveyors—especially 
those who are the officers of local authori- 
ties—must be fully alive to the philosophy 
and technique of planning if the new Act 
is to bring real benefit to the Free State's 
towns and countryside. To encourage such 
understanding, Mr. Murphy suggests, 
immediate steps ought to be taken to 
create the nucleus of an Irish body on the 
lines of the British Town Planning 
Institute. 

The Institution of Engineers might well 
take the first step by the formation of a 
“ planning cifcle”’ within itself, and in 
all probability the various organisations 
of architects and other professional men 
would see their way to co-operate with it. 
An effort might be made, moreover, to 
enlist the co-operation of Northern en- 
gineers and architects, whose planning 
problems are very similar to those of their 
Free State colleagues. Such interchange 
of ideas would be helpful to local 
authorities and their experts on both sides 
of the border. Some day “ regional 
planning ” will become a reality; and it 
will be a good thing if the counties of 
Donegal and Monaghan, of Derry and 
Armagh, are willing and able to conduct 
their surveys and to lay their plans with 
due regard for one another’s convenience. 
In this matter of regional planning, how- 
ever, the Free State so far has made little 
progress. We are sorry to notice that the. 
speakers at last night’s meeting seemed 
to regard co-operation for planning pur- 
poses between adjoining authorities as 
impracticable. The implied assumption 
that the engineers of neighbouring bodies 
can prepare sound schemes merely by 
looking across their own boundaries and 
trying to imagine what the adjacent 
planning authority is likely to propose, 
is, we think, false; it must result in 
confusion of thought and in the defeat 
of useful action. We have urged more 
than once that the only safe and useful 
schemes for the Free State are regional 
schemes—as Great Britain has come to 
realise. It never wrong—as Mr. | 
Murphy, knowing that the science of 
planning is still speculative and inexact, 
urged last night—to benefit by the ex- 
perience of other countries. Indeed, the 
careful study of other peoples’ methods 
and results is the only sound way in 
which to avoid blunders, and to rendcr 
the new Act an instrument of scientific 
and imaginative planning. 

It is good to observe that the quality of 
imagination—‘‘-vision,’’ perhaps, would 
be a better word—is not entirely lacking 
from the Free State’s schemes of develop- 
ment. Two regional schemes that possess 
that quality have been approved by the 
Corporation of Dublin. It seems at last to 
be highly probable that a final agreement 
will be reached between the Corporation 
and the Government for the construction 
of the Dollymount-Sutton marine lake. 
Within a very few years from now the 
citizens of Dublin will have cause to be 
grateful to Mr. Keogh Nolan and his 
colleagues of the Metropolitan Marine 
Lake Conference, who have pressed the 
scheme’s advantages unfalteringly in 
season and out of season, The “' blue 
lagoon ’’ and its appendages, we are con- 
vinced, will be a new centre of suburban 
expansion in North Dublin, and an asset 
of unmeasured value to the city. If a 
similar financial agreement is reached 
between the Corporation and the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board for the prosecution 
of the Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle scheme of 
water and electricity supply at Poula- 
phouca, there will be general relief and 
satisfaction. The scheme is a noble one, 
and stands in sharp contrast with the 
proposal to lay temporary pipelines from 
Bohernabreena. to Stillorgan. If that 
costly makeshift is forced upon Dublin.

King and King-maker 

A show of royal resolution has aroused 
new hopes in Greece, and a prospect of an 
end to twenty years of ruinous strife is 
offered at last. When King - George 
returned, only a few days ago, to his 
throne, his first royal pronouncement 
promised fair government, equality and 
justice for all, and, more specifically, a 
free pardon for those who had attempted 
to overthrow the State in the revolution 
of last March. Since, however, all the 
world knew that the Sovereign owed his 
restoration to General Kondylis, the 
sentiments were considered generally to 
be rather concessions to the dramatic 
nature of the occasion than a serious 
statement of policy. It was felt—and 
there is reason to suppose that the 
“ King-maker ” shared the impression— 
that General Kondylis had paid the piper 
and would call the tune. If there was an 
amnesty at all, it would be subject to 
certain important qualifications dictated 
by the General. Almost before the King 
had installed himself in Athens he found 
himself confronted with a political crisis. 
On the one hand, there was Geuueal | 
Kondylis, who demanded that the 
Assembly should be dissolved, a strong 
Government put in power to see the 
country through a general election, and 
the names of M. Venizelos and General 
Plastiras excluded from the proposed 
amnesty. On the other, there was the 
moderate M. Tsaldaris, who counselled 
that there should be no election at all. 
He himself would form a Government. 
General Kondylis, who felt himself to be 
in a strong position, went to work without 
delay. He organised a number of demon- 
strations against the amnesty, and he 
represented to the King that a general 
feeling against it in the country was shared 
by the leading officers of the army. 

To his consternation, however, he found 
that the King had formed views of his 
own on the wishes of his people, and 
proposed to act upon them. He was told 
that the amnesty would be signed without 
reservations, and a free election held as 
soon as possible. [If, the General 
thought probable, the country rejected the 
amnesty, the difficulty could be settled

At the moment 
the busiest parts of the city are being 
choked by the huge volume of traffic, and 
the architect fears that, unless something 
revolutionary is done to relieve the con- 
gestion, the most wealthy and active area 
gradually will die of suffocation. The 
centre.of London, then, will be ' a city 
of huge isolated towers set in greenery.”’

Pavement Guard Rails | 


Several plans to make the roads safer 
are being considered by the Ministry of 
Transport, and unless there is speedy 
reduction in the number of fatal accidents 
more drastic measures are foreshadowed. 
Mr. Hore-Belisha is pressing local jauthori- 
ties to increase the number of guard rails 
for pedestrians to prevent them from cross- 
ing at dangerous spots. It is considered 
that these rails should prove particularly 
valuable where there are long stretches of 
wide roads. Many accidents occur in some 
of the wide highways, and it is held that 
the use of crossing places at definite in- 
tervals would go far to reduce the toll of 
the road. Already guard rails are in use 
at & number of places, such as in the 
neighbourhood of schools, but a is more 
extensive use is probable, so that whole 
roads will be guarded, with regular breaks 
for crossing places. | 


Control of Aeroplanes 


The great increase in civil aviation has 
been under review by the Air Ministry, 
where it is recognised that a definite 
system of air traffic control is a necessity. 
At a number of airports in the provinces 
there are as many as a hundred arrivals 
and departures daily, and in bad weather” 
the risk of collision is grave. At present 
there is only a handful of experienced 
Officials, all of whom have received their 
practical training from years of hard 
service in all anditicns: at Croydon Aero- 
drome, but the Air Ministry has not 
enough trained officials to sparé any for 
other centres. Nowadays it is the custom 
for the Municipal Airport Committee in a 
town that possesses an aerodrome to 
appoint an aerodrome manager, who 
usually has been a pilot, but it is becoming 
apparent that he must’ be a business man 
as well. One of his principal duties is to 
attract air traffic, so that revenue can be 
secured to repay the cost of the aerodrome 
with its annual charges and salaries, but 
in a number of cases he has to undertake 
all the duties as well. It is felt that the 
time has arrived when he should be 
relieved from the technical tasks of traffic 
control, and that a second official should 
be maintained at every airport, and made 
responsible for discipline in the air and 
on the ground. 


Rubber Production 


The. International Rubber Regulation 
Committee is to meet to-morrow to fix the 
standard production for 1936, and, as 
usual, the meeting is preceded by many 
rumours. One is that agreement has been 
reached in principle for the solution ot 
the difficult problem faced by the restric 
tion scheme of Dutch native production. 
The solution is said to involve the increase 
of the standard production of the Dutch 
East Indies by some 50,000 tons, the grant 
of the greater part of this increase by the 
Dutch to the natives, and the increase in 
the native exportable allowances by 28,750 
tons. It is pointed out that while such 
action would make the restriction scheme 
more acceptable to the Dutch natives, it 
would not necessarily have a detrimental! 
effect on prices. Owing to the under- 
estimation of potential native production 
at a time when the original standard pro- 
duction figures were made, native produc- 
tion and exports have been consistent!y 
m ore a a quota figures.

Dr. James H. Breasted, the famous 
Orientalist, and one of . discoverers of 
the tomb of Tutankhamen, died here 
to-day in hospital at the age of 70 years. 

The hospital officials have issued a 
statement that his death was due to 
“ hemolytic streptococcic infection,” de- 
finitely incurred while travelling home 
recently from the Near East in the Italian 
liner Conte de Savoia. 

Dr. Breasted was one of the small party 
who, under the leadership of the late Lord 
Carnarvon, discovered the tomb of 
Tutankhamen. The successive deaths of 
various members of that party gave colour 
to the legend that there was a curse upon 
all who took part in the discovery of the 
tomb, but Dr. Breasted himself frequently 
ridiculed this story, and officials of the 
Chicago Oriental Institute, of which he 
was a director, stated to-day that it was 
absurd to think such a curse could have 
had anything to do with the malady which 
caused his death. 

He was a noted authority. on 
Egyptology, and from 1905 to 1933 was 
Professor of Egyptology and Oriental] 
History at the University of Chicago, 
with which he was associated since 1894. 

Since 1922, when Mr. Howard Cartor 
uncovered the 7,000 years old mummy of 
Tutankhamen at Luxor more than twenty 
of those concerned in the excavations at 
the tomb have died, several of them 
suddenly.

PARIS, Monday. 
VENIZELOS has given Reuter the 


. following exclusive statement on 
the Greek amnesty decree :'— 

“ When I first heard that King George 
had — a general amnesty I was 
overjoyed, as I knew this was the only 
true foundation on which the new régime 
could be built ; but the publication of the 
text of the amnesty decree came to me as 
a shock owing to the discrimination made 
between the civilian insurgents, who are 
amnestied, and the military, who are 
simply pardoned, | 

“ This distinction I condemn, because 
it means that I, who have been sentenced 
to death as chief of the insurrection, am 
more leniently treated than a junior officer. 

“ Fortunately we know that responsi- 
bility for this discrimination lay with the 
Ministers and not the King, who wished 
to give a general amnesty ; otherwise there 
might have been serious consequences. 

‘* Therefore, I maintain my attitude of 
toleration, which I promised in my letter 
some ten days ago co M. Roufos, former 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. This was to 
the effect that the Liberal Party would 
show toleration during the experimental 
period which would give the King a 
chance of proving that he had not only 
the intention, but also the power to be 
King of the Hellenes, and not merely of 
the parties which brought about the 
restoration. 

“ My toleration is gradually growing 
into real sympathy for the difficult and 
noble task undertaken by the King, and I 
express fervent wishes for his ultimate

In- a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks:—The public which would have 
stood to-day to welcome the ceremonial 
proper to the opening of Parliament will 
be no less quick in response to the sudden 
shadow which has put an end to pageantry. 
There will be deep understanding and 
universal sympathy with His Majesty in 
the kind of personal anxiety which, at one 
time or another, none escapes. The King’s 
Speech, in his absence, will be read 
the Lord Chancellor. Since it will 
naturally correspond to the terms in 
which the Government have lately sought 
and obtained a national mandate, it can 
hardly be rich in the unexpected. There 
was, for example, never any reason for 
supposing that some crucial decision in 
foreign policy awaited the meeting of the 
Cabinet yesterday. 

British policy towards the Abyssinian 
war, adds The Times, has suffered no 
hesitations or diversions since it first took 
shape, and it goes steadily and resolutely 
forward. It has been evolved, step by step, 
in answer to successive encroachments of 
Italian lawlessness, It has had the sup- 
port fundamentally unanimous of all 
parties, and it has been ratified in the 
plainest way possible by the electorate 
itself. Its aim is twofold. Great Britain, 
as a member of the League and in com- 
pany with forty: or fifty collaborating 
nations, is settled in its determination to 
bring the present war to an end, and to 
make it clear for the future that aggres- 
sion does not pay as a method of meeting 
economic needs or of securing readjust- 
ments of territory.

Secondly, and more immediately, 
its purpose is to discover the terms on 
which peace can be sat sfactorily and 
justly re-established between Italy and 
Abyssinia.. At M. Laval’s request, the 
Committee of Eighteen has postponed the 
decisive consid ration cf oil sanctions until 
Thursday week. There can be nothing 
that need be regretted in the delay itself, 
It gives the French Prime Minister time 
both for the encounter wit’ his own 
formidable difficulties in a critical week, 
and for a renewed endeavour, inseparable 
from his task of placation in the Chamber, 
to bring the Duce towards the gcal of an 
honourable peace.

The Princess Victoria is the elder of 


Alexandra, during the Queen's 
years. On her mother’s death she went to 
live at Coppins, Iver. Her health has not 
been good for some years, owing to a 
tendency to bronchitis. She was operated 
on for appendicitis about twelve months 
after her father, King Edward VII., had 
been attacked by the same complaint 
The urgency of King Edward’s operation 
made a postponement of his coronation 
imperative. Now the critical condition of 
the Princess has necessitated a last- 
minute cancellation of the State opening 
of Parliament. This is the second 
occasion within a brief space that plans 
for a royal function has been altered. 
The arrangements for the Duke ol 
Gloucester’s wedding at Westminster 
Abbey were cancelled owing to the deatn 
of the Duke of Buccleuch, and the 
ceremony was performed in the private 
chapel in Buckingham Palace. 

Princess Victoria has taken no 
active part in public life, but she has 
been always willing to assist in the work 
of the Alexanura Day Fund—the memorial 
to the memory of her mother. Among 
her hobbies is that of bookbinding. She 
has a small library of volumes all bound 
by herself and decorated with her own 
designs, and she has won many — in 
exhibitions for her work. Gardening 1s 
another of her hobbies. 

The Princess is a Lady of the Order of 
the Crown of India, a Lady of the Roya! 
Order of Victoria and Albert, and a Lady 
of Justice of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem in England. 

The second daughter and fourth child of 
King Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra, 
she was born at Marlborough House on 
July 6th, 1868. For many years she has 
led a quiet life at her country home, 
Coppins, Iver, Bucks. Fond of the country 
and of country pursuits, she is also fond 
of music and of the arts, and she numbers

THE DISCUSSION 


Mr. H. Nichols, B.A.I., in proposing a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Murphy, said that the 
public seemed apt to regard town planning 
as solely an architect’s affair.

Mr, Manning Robertson said that, perhaps, 
‘the small response to the Town-Planning Act 
was a blessing in disguise, because if they had 
undertaken town-planning in this country in a 
great hurry they would have found them- 
selves in all sorts of difficulties. The speaker 
had mentioned the inclusion of certain build- 
ings in the engineers’ survey, and it was 
suggested that architectural considerations 
should not be forgotten. Carlow had been 
mentioned, and it possessed a courthouse 
which was one of the finest buildings in the 
country. There was a similar building at 
Athy, and Dun Laoghaire railway station was 
a building of great beauty. Such things often 
did not get the appreciation they deserved. 
They should learn by the experience of Eng-

LEGISLATION 


In referring to the Government's town 
planning legislation, Mr. O'Rourke said that 
there had been some hesitation in the country 
in inaugurating the operation of the new 
powers, and the operation of them ir Dublin 
involved the shouldering of an additional 
burden. He could not, however, see any 
alternative to the acceptance of that burden, 
which could be made to justify itself.

RADIATION COOKER 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


The first of a series of lecture demonstra- 
tions in the use of the new radiation cooker 
was given in the Theatre of the Alliance and 
Dublin Gas Consumers’ Co., D’Olizr street, 
Dublin, yesterday, by Miss R. Tring. These 
lectures will be given twice daily for the next 
fortnight, and at the moment deal especially 
with the subject of Christmas cookery. 
Having seen Miss Tring at work, housewives 
with similar cooker accommodation will have 
little difficulty in following her instructions 
with the aid of recipes which are dealt with 
at each demonstration. Yesterday’s demon- 
stration was confined to the following recipes 
in “nts anna for Christmas :— 
Mincemeat.—Ingredients:—l} Ib. stoned 
raisins, 1 ib. currants, 1 ib. finely chopped 
suet, rind and juice of Jemon and orange, 
1 lb. candied peel, 2 lb. apples, 14 lb. brown 
sugar, 1 oz. mixed peel, 4 grated nutmeg,

Mr. M. O’Connor (State Solicitor), 
prosecuting, said that about fhree weeks 
ago the defendant requested the City 
Manager to give a tenancy in one of the 
houses under the new Corporation housing 
scheme to a certain person named 
Heffernan, in respect of whose house at 
Cockpit lane the Justice had made a three- 
day order. The City Manager informed 
the defendant that he would give a house 
to this tenant in the immediate future.

Lord Justice Andrews said that the prisoners’ 
counsel had made a strong appeal to him on 
their behalf, and he had listened very atten- 
tively. Both prisoners had been found guilty 
of the serious crime of shooting with intent 
to murder, and it was providential for both 
prisoners that the life of Hamilton, whom 
they attacked and so grievously wounded, had 
been spared. But anyone who saw him as 
his lordship did in that court knew that his 
life still hung by a very thin thread. 


A CRIMINAL GANG 


The evidence satisfied him that it was 
Heron who had actually fired the shot which 
struck Hamilton, and, in the circumstances, 
he had to differentiate the two cases on the 
uestion of punishment. The jury who heard 
the case with the closest possible attention 
and care, were satisfied on the evidence laid 
before them, as he was also convinced, that 
Evans was one of a criminal gang on July 
Qist, and that the crime was committed and 
that Evans assisted in the crime, and that 
both prisoners were engaged in a common, 
unlawtul purpose, with other persons who had 
not been arrested. Taking into account that 
the accused men had been in prison since 
July last, the least sentence he could impose 
was :—Heron, four years penal servitude; 
Evans, three years penal servitude.

APAN'S efíorts to tighten her hold on 

North: China are meeting with active 

cleventh-hour opposition on the part of 
the Nanking Government (says Reuter). 

A Chinese plan to avoid the splitting-up 
of the great Chinese Republic was revealed 
yesterday, following a conference of leading 
North China authorities. 

This plan is reliably reported in Peiping 
to include the formation of a body to be 
known as the Northern Political Council 
of the Republic of China, to control the 
five northern provinces on behalf of the 
Nanking Government. 

The conference, which was held at Paot 
Ing-Fu, some 100 miles south-west of 
Peiping, was attended by General Ho 
Ying-Chen, Vice-Minister of War in the 
Nanking Government. 

It is believed that General Ho hopes to 
organise some semi-independent political 
system in the north which would go most 
of the way to meeting Japanese demands 
for northern “ autonomy,’’ while retainin 
the nominal sovereignty of the Centra 
Government and saving Nanking’s “ face,” 


JAPANESE TROOPS 


Meanwhile a Reuter report from Tientsin 
states that strong Japanese reinforcements 
ave expected there from Shanhaikwan 
shortly. 

An earlier report that these reinforce- 
ments would amount to three divisions now 
turns out to have been incorrect. The 
Japanese are alleged to have ignored the 
official Chinese protests against the seizure 
of railway and private property adjoining 
the International Racecourse at Tientsin, 
which they have recently been using as a 
military aerodrome. 

Mr. Hsiao Chi-Yung, Chinese Chargé 
d’Affaires in Paris, called on M. Laval 
vesterday afternoon to protest against 
‘the foreign activities ”” which had led to 
the movement for secession in Northern 
China. He did not hand in any written 
protest, however, and made no suggestion 
that his Government would appeal to the 
League.

The Belfast Corporation has decided to 
purchase the undertaking of the Holywood 
Gas Company at £27,000 and £10,000 for 
the provision of mains. The proposal was 
recommended by the Belfast Corporation Gas 
Committee, and was not opposed by the 
Finance Committee when the matter came 
before the meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
to-day. 

Councillor Cole moved that the matter be 
taken back. He said that negotiations had 
been rushed, and that they were paying far 
too much for the property. If the gasometer 
in Holywood was thirty years old, it would 
be more or less regarded as scrap at the 
present time. The capital of the aiveent 
Company was £10,000, and the Corporation’s 
offer was equivalent to £2 10s. per share. 
That, in his opinion, was excessive. 

Alderman Duff said that the suggestion was 
that the manager of the Belfast undertaking 
“was buying something that was scrap, and 
that he was giving a gift to certain share- 
holders, who were to receive £2 for each £1 
share. They in the Finance Committee knew 
that, but many a good deal had been made by 
giving shareholders £5 for their £1 shares. 
The Finance Committee saw no difficulty in 
being fair to the shareholders of the Holywood 
| Company and in making a good deal for the 
Belfast Gasworks, which was the best 
managed in the British Isles. 

Councillor Lieutenant-Commander Harcourt 
said that the net profit of the Holywood gas 
was £1,200 a year, and that the value of the 
plant alone was £21,000. .

MIXED FAMILY NAMES.

{BEFORE MR, JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


An issue came on for trial in the probate 
suit in which Patrick Mackin, Kingscourt, 
Co. Cavan, surviving executor of the last will 
and codicil of John Kearney, merchant, late 
of Kingscourt, is plamtiff, and James 
Kearney, merchant, Kingscourt, and Eugene 


Kearney, farmer, Taghart, Co. Cavan, who 
claimed to be nephews of the testator, are the 
defendants. The plaintiff sought to have 
admitted to probate the will and codicil, 
dated 28th March, 1930, and órd April, 1931, 
of the testator, who died on the 28th Decem- 
ber, 1954, his wife, Bessie Kearney, the other 
executor of the will, having pre-deceased 
him. The plaintiff pleaded that the testator 
had been born out of wedlock, and never had 
any issue, while the defendants had entered 
a caveat claiming to have an interest in the 
estate, on the ground that they were nephews 
of the testator, being children of two of his 
brothets, and they pleaded that he was born 
in wedlock. The issue was: '“ Have the 
defendants any interest in the estate as next- 
of-kin of John Kearney, deceased ?''

The issue, said Mr. Geoghegan, was simply 
whether or not the testator was legitimate, 
and his client pleaded that the testator, hav- 
ing been illegitimate, and having died 
childless, was incapable of having any next- 
of-kin. As the burden of proof lay on the 
defc@-dants to prove their relationship, 
counsel suggested that the defendants sheaiid 
proceed to open the case.

r. Campbell said that about 1840 the 
testator’s father married a widow named 
Peggy McGarvey, who was also known as 
Geraghty, and it was admitted that this 
marriage was a perfectly legal one. There 
were seven children of that marriage, and 
the defendants said that the testator was 
one of them. Nearly all the immediate 
members of this family were dead, and this 
complicated the que,tion of establishing the 
legitimacy of the testator. Evidence would 
be given by old people that the testator, 
who was known as Johnny Kearney, was 
there with all the other members of the 
family, and that when the family. grew. up 


that this 


others, was given a farm of land by his 
fathas, Michael Kearney. This farm was at 
Classenbracken, and the valuation certificate 
would show that. it passed from the father 
to John, who afterwards sold it to his brother 
Owen. The testetor got married in 1894, 
and he was entered in the register as the 
son of Michael Kearney, and there would 
be evidence that his brother Owen, and his 
father, then a crippled old man, and other 
members of the family, were at the wedding. 
He was treated throughout his whole life as 
the of Michael Kearney and Peggy 
McGarvey. . Baptisimal certificates could be 
produced for all the members of the family 
except the testator, but evidence would be 
given that the register, or the portion of it 
that would normally contain the entry 
regarding John, was accidentally destroyed 
many years ago. 

Against them it was suggested, said Mr. 
Campbell, that this child, whom the parents 
had brought up as their own with al their 
other children, was a cuckoo in the nest, 
that he was the child of some outside parties, 
some man or woman who may have been 
friendly or connected By blood with each of 
the parents, and taken in after his birth 
and treated as one of their own. It might 
be suggested that he was the son of Peggy 
Kearney, but not the son of Michael 
Kearney, but he suggested that there was 
strong presumption against his being treated 
as Nligitimate. The plaintiff's affidavits 
showed that in later years the testator was 
known as John Swift, but it was not dis- 
closed how he got that name, or whether it 
as a foundling name. 

The Very Rev, Stephen Kelly, P.P., 
Kingscourt, produced the baptisimal register 
for the parish from 1838 to 1854, and said 
that there was no entry of the birth of the 
testator. There was no record between 1854 
and 1864, as the books were missing. At 
that time they were kept in the sacristy 
and not under Jock and key, and people could 
come in and examine them, and, of course, 
take them away, as apparently happened. 
The marriage of the testator’s father and 
Peggy Kearney was recorded, the ceremony 
having been performed by the Rev. 
Clarke, C.C., who was now P.P. at Drum- 
raney, Co. Westmeath. 

Mr. Geoghegan said. that as regards the 
defendants he was prepared to admit that 
James Kearney was the lawful son of James 
Kearney, a lawful son of Michael Kearney 
and Peggy Kearney; and as regards Eugene 
Kearney, that he was a lawful son of Owen 
Kearney, who was a lawful son of the same 
marriage. 

Matthew Farrelly, publican, Lurgangreen, 
Co. Louth, said that he was born 76 years 
ago within one and a quarter miles of Michael 
and Peggy Kearney’s farm at Taghart, in 
Co. Cavan.

GIRL WITNESSES’ 
EVIDENCE 


———— 
In story of the dinner party at Lisard 


House, Edgeworthstown, which ended 
in the shooting of Mr. More O’Ferrall, 
was described by Miss Marjorie More 
O’Ferrall, the twenty-three years o!d sister 
of the dead man, when the hearing was 
continued at the Central Criminal Court, 
yesterday, of ‘the trial of four young men 
for the murder of Mr. Richard More 
O’Ferrall, at his father’s home on February 
9, last. 

The accused men are :— John Shanley, 
Dromod, Co. Leitrim; John J. Reynolds and 
James Reynolds, Currycramp, Dromod, and 
William Mulligan, Longford. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C. and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) are prosecuting, and Mr. Albert 
Wood, K.C., Mr. Art O'Connor and Mr. 
Alex. Lynn appear for the accused men. The 
defending counsel are being instructed .by 
Mr. G. Hogan of Messrs.. Lehane and 
Hogan, solicitors, Dublin. 
On the 9th February,” said Miss More 
O’Yerrall, ‘‘we drove down to Edgeworths- 
town in company with two friends, Mr. 
Scott and Miss Webster. We arrived about 
6 o'clock, We went into dinner about 8 
p.m. About 9 o’clock I heard the ringing 
of the bell of the front door. Mary. (the 
maid) went to answer it and I heard the 
sound of loud voices.in the hall. Then four 
men rushed into the room and rushed up to 
where Daddy was seated. They asked : ‘Are 
you Mr. More O’Ferrall.’ Daddy replied 
that he was, and they said: ‘You have got 
to come outside with us.” He replied : ‘I am 
dainned if I will go anywhere with anybody.’ 


“SHOT HIM IN THE BACK” 


The men surrounded his chair and attempted 


to drag and push him outside. My brother 
jumped to his feet, ps one of the men 
off Daddy and punched him on the face. 


Before this, one of the raiders had pointed 
his revolver point-blank at my father’s heart, 
but the gun mis-fired on three occasions. I 
heard the clicks.’ Then I heard a shot. 
Daddy was shot at but he did not fall. 
While my brother was fighting one man hit 
him on the head with a revolver. He fell. 
When he was lying on the ground another 
man shot him in the back. The men beat 
Daddy on the head with revolvers and tried 
to drag him out of the room. He fell, but 
got to his feet and managed to get out of 
the room. 

“The three raiders were dressed in Civic 
Guards’ clothes. One had a rain-coat and 
an ordinary cap. On entering they said: 
‘Hands Up, everybody.’ "' 

The witness said that she had seen the 
faces of the four men distinctly. She saw 
her brother lying on the floor. He was 
bleeding from the back. She later saw her 
father in the smoke room. 

Giving her description of the raiders, Miss 
More O’Ferrall, said, that apart from the 
coats and the caps they were wearing they 
were in no way disguised. On April 3 
she attended an _ identification parade 
at Mullingar. A dozen men were paraded. 
She recognised four of the men there as 
those she had seen at Lisard on the night of 
the raid. She recognised Shanley as the man 
who had fought with her brother, The red- 
headed man was the one who shot her 


brother. She also recognised Mulligan and 
the other man. Mulligan appeared to be the 
spokesman. 


GATE CHAINED 


The witness was handed a coat, and she 
recognised it as that which had been worn by 
her brother on the night of the raid. The 
hole in the back of the coat corresponded to 
the place where her brother had been shot. 
When she and Mr. Scott went to inform 
the Guards and to bring a doctor they dis- 
covered that the wicket gate was locked. 
There was also a chain and a padlock on the 
gate of the lodge, and they had to be broken 
by a hammer. Having driven to Edge- 
worthstown, she called on Dr. Yorke and 
then went to the Guards’ barracks, returning 
with two Guards. Both her father and 
her brother were attended by Dr. Yorke. 
The witness was then cross-examined by 
Mr. Albert Wood. 

Mr. Wood asked if a State witness swore 
that he saw James Reynolds in Dromod at 
9.30 o'clock, could he have been at Lisard ? 
The witness replied: “He was at Lisard.” 
But if he was seen by a State witness in 
Dromed, would you agree that he could not 
have been at Lisard?—I shall never agree 
that he was not at Lisard, —

ENGLISH GIRL’S EVIDENCE 


Miss Pauline Webster, Warwickshire, gave 
evidence of a similar character. On the 
night of the raid she said that she saw a 
man point a revolver and fire in the direction 
of Richard, who fell. She attended to him, 
as he was bleeding and badly wounded. At 
the identification parade at Mullingar about 
fifteen men were paraded, and of those in 
the dock she identified “the dark-haired 
man, the man with the very red, face and the 
man with his arms folded.’’ Shanley was 
the one who was not in uniform. There was 
a fourth man, of whom she was not quite 
sure, but she had made iv clear that she 
had only thought that she had seen him 
before. 

Mr. Haugh—Have you any doubt as to the 
three you identified ?’—None whatever. Their 
faces were not disguised. 

In reply to Mr. Wood, the witness described 
the positions of the different people at the 
dinner; 'and also the positions of the raiders 
when they entered the dining-room. She said 
that she had given the evidence at the inquest 
under a strain, but since that time she had 
thought over the whole affair. She had said 
at the inquest that all the raiders were 
dressed in uniform; later she had remembered 
that one of them was not. 


DISCUSSED THE CASE 


Mr. Wood asked if she had ever discussed 
with Miss More 0’Fervall a red-headed man 
as being one of the men taking part in the 
raid. She replied that she was sure that she 
had discussed the whole case.

When did you first come to Ireland ?—Six 
or seven years ago. 

How long have you been living in Ireland ? 
—When I came it was for my summer holi- 
days. 

When did you last come?—I came last 
December. 

Were 1“ employed in Dublin —No. 

It had been your intention to return to 
England in the spring ”—I had no definite 
arrangements. 

At the conclusion of the cross-examination

FATHER’S EVIDENCE 


Mr. Gerald More O’Ferrall, who said that 
he was fifty-eight years of age, testified that 
his son had been married in the previous 
year and had lived in Dublin. The present re- 
presentative of the Edgeworthstown estate 
was a person of unsound mind, and the estate 
was being administered by the Chief Justice. 
Witness was appointed agent in August last 
year. A rent collection had been held in the

Sidney Boyd, who had been tried at Ennis 
on 2nd October last, and sentenced to -seven 
years’ penal servitude and to two years’ and 
six months’ imprisonment, the sentences to 
run concurrently, on charges of housebreak- 
ing and of having a revolver without a cert- 
ficate at Ballygorman, applied to the Court of 
Criminal Appeal for leave to appeal against 
his conviction and sentence. 

The applicant, who appeared in person, 
stated that the trial judge misdirected the 
ury on the evidence. He alleged that he was 
handcuffed while on identification parade, 
and said that the sentence was too severe. 

Mr. Griffin (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), who appeared for the Attorney- 
General, stated, in reply to the Clef Justice, 
that in one indictment the applicant was 
charged jointly with another man, who had 
leaded guilty, and then was put up on two 
indictments together. 

The Chief Justice drew attention to a ques- 
tion and an answer in the transcript of the 
evidence given at the trial, where the apph- 


cant had asked a police witness: ‘“ Why did 
you bring me into Miss Byrne (whose house 
le was alleged to have broken into) hand- 
cuffed?’’ and the witness replied: ‘‘ Purely 
and simply because I was not going to let 
you get away. 

If. said the Chief Justice, the applicant 


was brought in handcuffed it was a scandalous 
thing; it would be a very strange thing to 
ask anyone to identify a man at an identifica- 
tion parade having the victim handcuffed. 
The proof in this case was verv shaky, and 
the Court would have to declare the convic- 
tion a nullity on both indictments, and direct 
a new trial. 

The Court accordingly directed a new trial.

bottle, containing half a glass of, paraffin oil, 
that protruded through a hole in the ceiling 
of Richmond’s shop. Small’ told Mrs. 
Landers, who informed the police, and when 
the police sergeant was examining the place 
he heard a noise, which, he said, came from 
Richmond’s premises, and when he went 
to look the wick disappeared, and apparently 
the bottle also disappeared, because the hole 
in the ceiling could be seen, and into the 
hole a cork was inserted. The sergeant 
found a bottle containing half a glass of 
paraffin in Richmond’s shop, but there was 
no trace of the wick. 

Richmond, continued Mr. Costello, cate- 
gorically denied all the accusations against 
him. The case he put on behalf of the 
appellant .was two-fold; in the first place 
he submitted that all the acts mentioned— 
which he must assume to be true, as- they 
had been*so found by the jury—constituted 
proof merely of preparations for the com- 
mission of a crime, and did not necessarily 
amount to an attempt to commit the offence 
charged; and, in the second place, he sub- 
mitted that the trial judge, in his charge, 
did not properly explain to the jury the 
difference between preparations. for a crime 
and an attempt to commit a crime. It had 
been admitted by the police sergeant that 
there was no evidence of burning. 

Mr. Costello cited a number of cases in 
support of his argument, and was followed 
by Mr. McGilligan, who had not concluded 
when the Court rose. :

The hearing of the action of William 
Fegan, cleaner, Clonliffe road, Dublin; John 
Lamb, cleaner, Hill road, Malahide; John 
Lynch, fireman, Beechmont street, Falls road, 
Belfast, and Thomas Coleman, fireman, (ni: 
haine street, Dundalk, against the Great 
Northern Railway Company (Ireland), Ltd., 
was concluded, and judgment was reserved. 

The plaintiffs, who sued on behalf of them- 
selves and a large number of other men whose 
employment with the company was ter- 
minated after the railway strike of 1956, 
claimed a declaration that on the 29th Jan- 
uary, 1933, they were employés of the defen- 
dants in the conciliation grades, and were 
within the class known as permanent em- 
ployés; a declaration that on the date men- 
tioned they were, as such employes, entitled 
to the benefit of the agreement dated Feb- 
ruary, 1922, and of other agreements made 
between ~ representatives of the Great 
Northern Railway Company (Ireland), the 
Great Southern Railways Company, and the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen, in respect of the conciliation 
grades; and that they were further entitled 
to the henefits of the existing practices of 
the defendant company, In respect of 
seniority of services and redundancy of em- 
ployés; that they were entitled to the benefit 
of the pensions and the other schemes for the 
company’s employés, and were exempted from 
contributions under the Unemployment In- 
surance Act. 

They also sought declarations that agree- 
ments dated 6th April, 1933, incorporated 
agreements and practices existing before Jan- 
uary 29, 1933, and that they were employed 
after 6th April, 1933, subject to the prac 
tices, regulations and agreementS regarding 
redundancy, seniority, etc., ex'sting on the 
29th January, 1953, save as modified by the 
agreements of 6th April, 1933, and that suit- 
able men who were discharged after the 6th 
April, 1933, as redundant were entitled to 
preference in employment in the ‘bus and 
road transport section of the defendants’ 
services. ‘They further claimed «a declara- 
tion that the termination of their services 
by the defendants on the 13th May, 1935, 
was a violation of their rights arising from 
their seniority of service and the practices 
and agreements regarding redundancy. 


PLEA OF NEW AGREEMENT 


The defendants denied that the plaintifis, 
or those on behalf of whom they sued, were 
within the class known as _ permanent 
employés, and denied the existence of any 
class of their locomotive employés known as. 
permanent employés. They traversed various 
allegations in the statement of claim, and 
said that they were under no obligation to 
insure plaintiffs or any of their class against 
unemployment. They contended that the 
agreements of April 6, 1933, were new and 
separate agreements in regard to wages, etc., 
and that any persons in plaintiffs’ class enter- 
ing their employment after the date of these 
agreements accepted employment on the 
terms and conditions of the agreements, ani 
not otherwise. 

It was further pleaded by the defendants 
that the plaintiffs, when they resumed after 
the strike, were employed temporarily, and 
that the defendants were entitled to discharge 
them and such others of those who had 
ceased work on January ól, 1935, as they 
considered redundant and unnecessary for 
dealing with the traffic. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. J. A. 
and Mr. A, Lynn (instructed 
by Mr. John F. Murtagh) appeared for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr. Denning, K.C.; Mr. J. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. Maurice Walker 
(instructed by Mr. C. Bailie Gage) for the 
defendants. 

Mr. W. A. F. Graham, an assistant in the 
General Manager's office, Great Northern 
Railway, gave evidence of meetings of the 
company, and of meetings between directors 
of the company and representatives of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen, in reference to the strike, and 
of discussions on the agreements. - 

Mr. FitzGerald, closing the case for the 
defendants, said that the action was in many 
respects a remarkable one. The er g wail 
object was to victimise men who had been 
loyal to the company during the strike. 

‘Mr. Justice Johnston said that he did not 
think that the questions of feelings or 
victimisation arose in the case. 

Mr,: FitzGerald said that an attempt was 
being made to suggest that an agreement 
applied to employes to whose status it did 
not apply at all. There was an attempt to 
ride on the back of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce to compel the company to 
employ as exempted persons men who had 
by their action lost that benefit. The com: 
pany had not dismissed these men; they had 
dismissed themselves. That the men had 
not forfeited their previous status was a 
fallacy. The plaintifis could not succeed in 
what they claimed—a declaration that they 
were entitled to the fourteen jobs now held 
by the fourteen men who remained loyal to 
the company during the strike. 

Mr. McCarthy, replying for the plaintiffs, 
said that the company was trying to intro 
duce & new seniority into the railway service 
—the special seniority which: arose: from ser- 
vice during the strike. 

Mr. Justice Johnston announced that he 
would reserve his judgment.
